Why so?— Becauso they are excited by 
the wars now prevailing on the continent 
close to their borders ; so much so, that the 
Indians are quite cognisant of the facts 
which are taking place on the opposite side 
within a few miles of them.

Indians and the whitemon ? — Yes, a very 
barbarous war. 

lint hitherto there has been absolute 

peace on the British side of the frontier '.' — 
We have only had one ur two little difficul- 
ties, yet they have always ended compara- 
tively quiotly, and we have had very little 
trouble with them; we have occasionally 
had the assistance of a man-of-war up there 
and we have cheeked it in ; ts bud. 

Are you aware of any instances that have 
lately occurred in which individual outrages 
have, been perpetrated in Vancouver's Is- 
land, by red men, and where they have 
been brought to justice with the consent of 
the tribes, and without any difficulty? — 
Yes in two instances. 

Do you think it. very important to be able 
to maintain that influence over these 
: tribes ? — It certainly would be ; but 1 am 
I afraid it will not last much longer unless 
, we have a force permanently stationed on 
j the island. At present wo hare only one 
i constable ; we have no military force there 
at all, so much so that the settlers are 
squatted about the country, and we are 
liable to get our throats cut at any mo- 
ment's notice. 

You say that you have only one consta- 
ble : in w hat way were these Indians ap- 
prehended ? — By the assistance of the men- 
ol-war ; it could not he done without, 
[for Majesty's ship " Trinconmlee," was 
the vessel that went up last, and on the 
former ocaasion Her .Majesty's ship 
" Thetis." 

When you loft the colony had the consti- 
tution been fully brought into effect in the 
way it new is? — Nominally. There was a 
legislative assembly constituted, hut we 
could not muster a sufficient number of 
members to sit at it : there were only six 
or seven members eligible for the position. 

What was the number of voters? — 1 sup- 
poso every member was returned by one or 
two voters. 

What was the number of whitemon alto- 
gether on the island ? — Not more than 250 
or 300. 

Do you know what the qualification for 
being nu elector of Vancouver's Island 
is?— Ves; that ho should hold 20 acres of 

laud. 

What did the constituency, with that 
qualification, give in point of numbers: do 
you remember? — Thoro wore not a great 
many holding that quantity el land. 

And of those the greater number, I be- 
lieve, are servants of tho Hudson's Bay 
I Company ? — Yes, most of them; there are 
I no free* settlers at Vancouver's Island.

No question demands a closer scrutiny 
by tin; people, mil- none has a more impor- 
tant bearing on the prosperity and advanco- 
luout and good government "I' this colony, 
limn tln> franchise Hill, now before the 
Assembly, The country should speak out 
in u atnia taken bio language their virus, in 
regard to ii. ^Meetings Bhould bo held at 
once. That tin- Assembly on; dealing im- 
properly witli tin! question there is no 
doubt. Tboidcaof representing property] 
instead of men is so extravagantly absurd,! 
that were it not repeated again and again 
by members, no sane man would lor a mo- 
ment suppose that that body would over 
expose themselves to tho ludicrous conclu- 
sions, which must evidently follow the 
admission of such a principle, and which 
uro apparent to tho most unreflecting. The 
object of a property qualification is not to 
represent property. If the rororso was 
tiro ease, and 20 acres of land constituted n 
vote, then ho who had 1000 acros would bo 
entitled to 50 votes. Tho absurdity of such 
n principle is self-evident. All that is re- 
quired us a qualification for an olector is to 
know that ho lias a permanent interest in 
tho country, and is hot a moro transient 
sojourner, -who would care nothing whether 
the country was heavily or lightly taxed, 
or well governed or mis-governed. Com- 
mon consent, in a great dogrco, lias pointed 
to the posse sion of property as tho best 
index of an electors' permanent interest 
in the country, and that inasmuch as his 
property woiild^bo liable for the support of 
the government, ho would consequently act 
more cautiously, deliberately, and wisely, 
in easting his vote for a member — one 
whom ho deems trustworthy and competent 
to judge as to the amount of taxes 
which ought to bo imposed, or tho 
laws whioh should bo enacted. Tho 
tax-paying franchise is sufficient to 
satisfy us of an elector's permanency. Tho 
Assembly however are not lit present inclin- 
ed to onact it. Neither is it disposed to 
deal fairly with the country. Wo confess 
that we cannot npprovo of a diversified suf- 
frage — jumbled uji in on incomprehensible 
style, making nothing the qualification foi 
doctors, Ac. §100 which is 20 acres of land 
for others, and S400 dollars worth of prop- 
erty for others, wiih variations ml infinitum. 
We look for uniformity and equality, and 
deny the superiority of diplomas to common 
sense and common experience, Resides it 
is unjust to permit some to volo with no- 
thing', and to compel the mass to have an 
unnecessarily large property. Equal and 
exact justice to all i- claimed, and all 
should bo so treated. An elector in Victo- 
ria should he as much entitled to VOtfl off a 
$100 in property here, as the man who 
ownsSlOO iii laud in tho country. \Vc 
sec neither reason or justice for the dif- 
ference. 

The principle admitted yesterday by the 
House to allow an elector to vote in every 
district in which he has a 20 acre qualifica- 
tion or otherwise is simply representing 
property on the joint stock or shareholding 

principle, and not reprcsoniing n ; and 

is utterly inadmissible and unsuitcd to n 
("air ami equal distribution of the electoral 
power. Ouo man by this property-represen- 
ting dodge may b iual to live or six, — 

for it is not imp issible to vote in n majority 
of the districts. No man should bo allowed 
to vote, except once, and that in tho dis- 
trict where ho has residod sufficiently long 
to become acnuniutcd with its wants.
